The prior non-final rejection is hereby withdrawn and replaced with the following restriction 
requirement as deemed necessary. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species 1, claims 1, 67 pertaining to a method including forming a material having a 
specified tensile stress; 

Species 2, claim 7, 2, 62, 68 pertaining to a method including forming a material by 
LPCVD within a specified temperature range of 500-900 degrees; 

Species 3, claim 8, 3, 63, 69 pertaining to a method including forming a material by 
LPCVD within a pressure range of 0. 1-3 Torr; 

Species 4, claim 9, 4, 20, 60, 64, 70 pertaining to a method including forming a material 
by LPCVD with a gas containing chlorine 

Species 5, claim 61, 65-66, 71 pertaining to a method including removing a tensile 
stressed material and forming a gate 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable.
